Iutarst ing Address by Mr. Gilbert Be¬ 


fore tbe Institute There. 

The regular fall meeting of the Lang¬ 
ley Fanners’ Institute was held in the 
town hall on November 3rd at 8 p.m., 
and was addressed by A Gilbert, man¬ 
ager, poultry department, central experi¬ 
mental farm, Ottawa. 

Mr. OilbertJlrHt made some general 
remarks ^ftfagriculture, in the course 
of whioh he showed that the success of 
jhe farmer was the-*nreeaa of the com¬ 
munity. and eonoequently caused pros¬ 
perity in the province. He also showed 
that the fanner’s success depended 
mainly upon his economical production 
jf flbretr, h ottn * . ba ron, eggs wad poul¬ 
try. and thut the latter was the most 
important, because-it gave the quickest 
returns, and was adapted to all coun¬ 
tries^ 

In estimating the gains from poultry 
raising, he showed concl»siv*4y that fl 
profit ju*r hen per year was a Tory low 
estimate, and that In most cases a« high 
■a 91.30 could easily be made. A 
apodalist. he said, might easily make 
froe» *° • » *4 I»er hen per year, but h»* 
warned the farmers ae«in«t attempting 
this and neglecting the other depart¬ 
ments of the farm. By not keeping more 
hens than could Ik* attended to with¬ 
out neglecting other brnrtth»-« of farm¬ 
ing. money would not be-made in one iyay 
to be Inat in another.
